Eclipfes fer this Year 1754. 


N the Revolution of this Year, there will be fix Eclipſes-3 : 
four of the Sun, and two of the Moon ; they happen in 
the following Order: 

The firſt Eclipſe is of the Sun, which falls on Saturday the: 
23d Day of March at 11 at Night, being under the Earth, 
and will not be viſible here, but may be viſible by our Anti- 
podes, if the Air be clear. 

The ſecond is of the Moon on the 7th Day of Abril, near 
eight in the Morning, which cannot be ſeen of us, becauſe 
the Moon will be under the Earth. 

The third Eclipſe is of the Sun, inviſible, on Monday the 
22d of April, about 3 in the Afternoon; yet, by Reaſon of 
the Moon's great ſouth Latitude, augmented by her Parallax, 
it will not be ſeen by us here, but to the more ſouthern Parts 
of the World, far remote from us. 

The fourth is another inviſible Eclipſe of the Sun, on 
Monday the 10th Day of Sept. about one in the Afternoon. 

The fifth is an inviſible Eclipſe of the Moon, on Tuęſday 
the iſt Day of October, a little after 10 in the Morning. I 
forbear to mention it any further. 

The fixth,- and laſt, is an inviſible Eclipſe of the San i on 


the 16th Day of Oaber, between 1 and 2 in the Morning,

0 Aſtronomers have delivered their Opinions in all 
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Ages; ſome ſuppoſing (not many Centuries after the Creati. 
on) that the Sun was in the Center of the World, others (8 
Ariſtotle) that the Earth was the Center of the Orbs, bcth of 
the Sun, Moon, and all other Stars; according to which $up- 
poſition, Prolemy framed his Hypotheſis and Theory of the 
planetary Motions, which continued in Uſe (though not with- 
out ſome Emendation) till after the Year 1500 but the ex- 
ceeding Palſity thereof, being then diſcovered by the learned 
Copernicus, hath fince adminiſtered Occaſion for a farther 
Scrutiny and more diligent Search into theſe abſtruſe and 


of this, and the laſt age, have made ſo great a Proof of the 
Verity thereof, that the greateſt Opponents of that moſt ab- 
ſolute Hypotheſis are wrapped up, as it were, in a Labyrinth, 
yea, and ſtricken into Amazement ; and, indeed, ſo power- 
ful and valid are the geometrical Demonſtrations, and ſo ac- 
= curate and certain to repreſent the Phænomena, ard true 
W Motions of the Heavens, that the very meaneſt Fyro the di- 
vine Urania imploys in her Service, can moſt eafily and cer- 
tainly tell them the Error of the one, and the Verity of the 
other. But the Truth thereof being apparent in itſelf, and 
approved by all the molt learned Mathematicians of all Na- 
tions, I ſhall not inſiſt further upon this Subject at this Time, 
but ſhall lay down ſome Principles, which may ſerve for In- 
formation of ſuch as have not yet experimented theſe aftrono- 
mical Truths. 

1. We find that the Sun and fixed Stars ſhine with their 
own innate and proper Light. Rn, 


no Light of their own, but receive it of the Sun. 

3. That the Earth differs not (ratione luminis) in reſpect 

of her Light, from the other Planets. 

4. That the Sun may be numbered among the fixed Stars, 

and the Earth among the Planets. | | 

6. That the fixed Stars do always keep the ſame Diſtance 

one from another, but it is otherwiſe amongſt the Planets. 

6. That the fixed Stars are far remote, and without the 

Perimeter of the Sphere of Saturn, yet are not (as Antiquity 

thought) all placed in one Sphere, but every one hath a vaſt 

Space about it (perhaps a plenary Syſtem) deſtitute of other 

fixed Stars. 

7. That the Heavens have fluid and not ſolid Orbs. 11

2. That the Moon, and other Planets in our Syſtem, have

any of the other Planets, although they are transferred or 
carried about by their Orbs or Heaven.

11. That, as the Earth is carried about the Sun as her pro- 
per Center, even ſo is the Moon transferred about the Earth. 

12. That all the Planets are not carried about the Sun in 
perfect Circles, but in elliptic Paths or Orbs, : 

13. That no tranſlation of the Earth can cauſe any Pa- 
rallax in the fixed Stars, in reſpect of their great Diſtance 
from the Eye. 

14. That it is altogether impoſſible to know the Diſtance 
of the fixed Stars from the Earth, and, conſequently, from 
one another. WD | 

15. That, if the Earth were beheld from Saturn, it would 
appear much like to him, both in Magnitude and Luſtre, 

10. That the Directions, Retrogradations, and Stations 
of the Planets, with the Velocity and '[ardity of their Motions, 
are not eſſential, but only an Appearance of the Earth, in 
reſpect of their Situation and Poſition one to another, | 

17. That the Diſtance of the Planets may be known both 
from the Earth, and from the Sun, and mutually from one 
another. | 

18. That the ſecondary Planets (as the Moon and the Cir- 
cumjovials) are carried about their primary Planets, and re- 
tain their Bodies from their Centers, about which they 
move. 1 

19. That the Earth (and, probably, the other Planets) 
hath a proper Motion upon her own Axis, which is uniform 


and equal, in reſpe& of the Converſions of her Meridian to 


the Sun. 


20. That all the Phznomena of the Heavens may (upon 
the Copernican Syitem) moſt eaſily and exactly be reſolved 
and determined according to theſe Principles, 

Theſe aftronomi:al Verities make it plain, that the Sun 
is placed in the Center of the viſible World, which will appear 
to be no new Opinion; for it is well known, that the Fy- 
thagoriau and Italian Philoſophers held the Motion of the 


Earth 
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Earth and other Planets about the Sun: And it is very pro- 
bable that Pythagoras himſelf (as ſome of the moſt learned 
think) had the whole philoſophic Cabala of the Creation com- 
municated to him by ſome knowing Prieſt or Philoſopher of 
the Oriental Parts: Beſides, the Sun, being the moſt worthy 
Body in the planetary Syſtem, ought, of right, to obtain the 
moſt worthy Place among them; and this, of Neceſſity, muſt 
be the Center, from whence he may more equally diſtribute 
both Light and Heat to all the opacous planetary Bodies en- 
circling him; it is alſo a moſt groſs and palpable Abſurdity, 
to think that the planetary Orbs ſhouk be intangled or fluffed 
with a Multitude of Circles, and that the real Motions of the 
Planets thould be ſubject to Paſſions of Station and Retro- 
gradation, when it is evident, and as clear as the Noon. day, 
that (making the Sun the Center of their Orbs) theſe ſeem- 
ing Irregularities are not really inherent in their Motions, 
but are only accidental, and a meer Fallacy of the Eye, as it 
is placed out of the Center of their Orbs. 

Many are the Reafons that might be given, to confirm the 
Truth of this Aſſertion, which I ſhall not further enquire in- 
to now: only let me aſk the Anti- Copernicans, whether there 
be any Way ſo accurate and curious, or more facile to repre- 
ſent Appearances, than a ſimple Line aſſigned to each Planet, 
uniformly ordered about the Sun, as the Center of its Orb; for 
this, without any Abſurdity or Perplexity of fictitious Orbs, 
or impertinent Motions, exactly folves all the various Ap- 
pearances in the Heavens, which ſo torment and trouble thoſe, 
that are of the old Prolemaic Stamp. 

Neither is there any Probability that Tycho's Syſlem (which 
is only an Inverſion of the Prolemaic Syſtem with the Cofer- 
rnican) ſhould perform any better Office, in the Repreſentation 
of the Phænomena: Nor can there be any Reaſon given, 
why the Sun ſhould carry about, in his annual Motion, the 
Orbs of the five primary Planets with him, whereby would 
follow a mere Confuſion and Inordination of natural Things. 
Halde inordinata eft calrſiium Orbium diſpoſftio in Sy/ttmate 
Mundi Tychonea, ſaith Lansbergius : His Hypothefis being ſo 
vicious and abſurd, why then ſhould he condemn the old 
Aſtronomy for that very Abfurdity, which follows from his 
own Suppoſition ? | | | ED Ty 
Neither doth he give any Reaſon for his ſo doing, nor in 
the leaſt prove by Art or Demonſtration, that the Earth is in 
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ſo that, in the Deſcent of a Stone, the Earth more attracts 
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the Middle. Dicit ſe non multiplicare circulos: Sed reſpendeo, 
ipſum multiplicare motus. True it is, that Ptolemy multiplies 
both Circles and Motions ; Tzcho only Motions, without Ad- 
miſſion of Circles; both whereof are abſurd, and not to be 
admitted of. One of the greateſt Objections againſt this 
Truth is drawn from the Poſition of Ariſtotle, Omne grave 
naturaliter tendit ad centrum; every Thing that is heavy, 
naturally tends to its Center, and being calt upwards, falls 
perpendicularly upon the Place of the Earth ; whereas, in 
the mean while, if the Earth ſhould move upon its own Axis, 
it would fall more weſt, &. To this I ſhall give you no 
other Anſwer, than what hath been already laid down by an 
ingenious Mathematician of our own Nation: Every cor- 
* poreal Subſtance, as far as it is corporeal, is apt to reſt in 
* every Place in which it is placed alone, without the Sphere 
« of Activity, which hath an Affinity thereto. Gravity is 
* a corporeal Affection, common to two Bodies of the ſame 
Nature; whereby they deſire an Union and Conjunction, 


the Stone, than the Stone itſelf tends thereto. All Bodies, 
* endued with Gravity, do not tend to the Center of the 
* Earth, as the Center of the World, but as the Center of a 
round Body of the ſame Nature: And whereſoever the 
* Farth is moved, either by an inward animal Power, or by 
an outward Obedience to the Creator's Will, thither, alſo, 
* will the heavy Things, which are placed within the Sphere 
of this attracting Power, naturally tend." 

'Thus, having given a ſhort Deſcription of the Form and 
Order of the wiſible World (which, in the Beginning, was 
created by the almighty Power and incomprehenſible Wif. 
dom of God) we may reaſonably conclude, that the ſecret 
Rays and Influence of theſe cœleſtial Bodies exert their 
Power and Force upon Men, and all ſublunary Things, more 
than human Reaſon can yet comprehend or know, or thoſe 
known be induced to the Confidence of the Ignorant ; how- 
ever, wonderful, gracious, and marvellous are the Works of 
the infinite God, which are, in Part, to be ſought out by 
them that have Pleaſure therein, |

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And who is it that can or dare deny God's Government 
of the World by Angels and Stars? For his Angels are his 
miniſtring Spirits, and (as one obſerves) the Stars his Mili 
tia; for the Stars, in their Courſes, fought againſt Sera.
